17 Americans—apparently were 
killed Thursday.

Thursday returned to the scene 
to search for the victims. They 
reported seven bodies had been 
recovered by this morning and 
there was no sign of survivors.

Japan Air Lines announced 
that it had ordered all its 
planes flying over South Viet­

But mili­ 
tary sources say they have no 
indication the Corsair was shot 
down.

McGovern

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., re­ 
fused today to dilute his cam­ 
paign proposals for large cuts 
in the national military budget. 
He appeared before the con­

Committee to insist his pro­ 
posed cuts could be made with­ 
out damaging national security 
and thus permit billions of dol­ 
lars in savings to be funneled 
into needed domestic programs. 
McGovern, the frontrunner in

McGovern, who has repeat­

spending proposal "is based on 
the conclusion that the prospect

tremely remote." 
"The first priority in Asia 
would 
be 
to 
end 
our 
in­ 
volvement in Indochina just as 
quickly as that can be accom­ 
plished," McGovern said. 
"I am convinced," he added, 
"that all U.S. troops could be 
brought out, and all U.S. pris­ 
oners of war and missing in ac­ 
tion would be released or ac­ 
counted for, within 90 days of a 
decision to pursue those goals.” 
The truth is, McGovern as­ 
serted, that “we have been so 
obsessed with the fear of ‘inter­

To Confer 


With Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mexi­ 
can President Luis Echeverria 
began the second day of his 
state visit today, having made 
it clear he is here for more 
than just surface expressions of 
amity. 
A second meeting with Presi­ 
dent Nixon and speeches to the 
National Press Club and the 
permanent council of the Or­ 
ganization of American States 
highlight the activities he has 
scheduled today. 
The Mexican chief executive 
caught U.S. officials by sur­ 
prise 
Thursday 
when 
be 
launched a broad attack on 
U.S. policy toward Mexico and 
other nations. 
He departed from the tradi­ 
tion of felicity common to such 
visits in a speech to Congress, 
but Thursday night, at a White 
House dinner, the tradition was 
observed as Nixon and Ech­ 
everria traded compliments. 
Nixon 
called 
the 
Mexican 
president a man "in the first 
rank of the statesmen of the 
world who I have met in this 
last quarter of a century." 
Addressing a joint session of 
Congress, Echeverria declared 
that nations like Mexico "are 
suspicious of the pacts between 
the great powers that ignore 
the rights and interests of the 
less developed nations." 
He flatly accused the United 
States of bringing "poverty to 
thousands of Mexican farmers" 
because it has failed or refused 
to reduce the salt content of the 
Colorado River. 
"The damage is enormous, 
and Mexican public opinion is 
becoming 
increasingly 
im­ 
patient about this important 
matter that has been going on 
for more than a decade without 
any satisfactory solution," he 
said. 
Some U.S. officials were dis­ 
mayed by his harsh tone, but 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield 
commended 
Ech­ 
everria for "frankness, honesty 
and forthrightness." 
In his first meeting at the 
White 
House, 
Nixon 
briefed 
Echeverria on his recent sum­ 
mit talks in Moscow’.

DETROIT (AP) — Gov. Wil­ 
liam 
Milliken has taken ex­ 
ception to a court order pairing 
schools of Detroit with those of 
its surburbs to bring racial bal­ 
ance to classrooms. 
“ Massive busing will not only 
be 
disruptive 
but 
counter­ 
productive,’’ 
Milliken 
said 
Wednesday after the order was 
issued by U.S. District Court 
Judge Stephen J. Roth. 
Roth, who in March ruled out 
Detroit-only 
plans 
to 
deseg­ 
regate the city’s 65 per cent 
black schools, ordered Wednes­ 
day that 53 nearly all white 
suburbs be included in the in­ 
tegration effort. 
The resultant program would 
yield schools about 25 per cent 
black and bus rides of up to 20 
miles one way. 
The 
ruling 
brought 
con­ 
demnations and promises of ap 
peal 
from 
antibusers, 
while 
plaintiffs in the case were elat­ 
ed. 
The decision affect? an area 
of about 300 square miles which 
holds about 750,000 school chil­ 
dren. 
It is the second time a feder­ 
al judge has ordered deseg­ 
regation 
on 
a 
cross-district 
basis. The first involved Rich­ 
mond, 
Va., 
and 
neighboring 
Henrico and Chesterfield coun­ 
ties. That decision was over­ 
turned last week by the 4th 
U.S Circuit Court of Appeal-. 
Congress has passed and sent 
to President Nixon a measure 
which declares that no court 
decision involving transfer of 
pupils can be put into effect un­ 
til all appeals are exhausted. 
Roth did not order a specific 
plan but created a panel of nine 
education experts to draft a de­ 
tailed plan within 45 days.

Sy nthetic gas from anthracite coal 
is only one of a series of research 
projects pointing to discovery of new 
uses for 
a fuel 
which 
is rapidly 
following wood into disuse as a means 
of producing heat or generating power. 
Two factors peculiar to the coal in­ 
dustry make the discovery of alter­ 
native uses for the mineral ex tremely 
urgent. First is the ab undance of coal 
reserves. Mountains of the sub stance 
are availab le for the taking, ex ceeding 
reserves of almost any other element.

The derivative products now b eing 
made from coal will b e joined b y many 
others in the y ears ahead, as ex panding 
population makes full utilization of all 
resources imperative. 
Some of the new uses may provide 
a more stab le future for the mineral 
than coal ever had as a direct fuel.

S\m hetie gas from anthracite coal 
is only one of a series of research 
projects pointing to discovery of new 
uses for 
a fuel 
which 
is rapidly 
following wood into disuse as a m eans 
of producing heat or generating power. 
Two factors peculiar to the coal in­ 
dustry m ake the discovery of alter­ 
native uses for the mineral extremely 
urgent. First is the abundance of coal 
reserves.

edge that it is impossible to 
stop the movement south of 
men, rifles and bullets. Even if 
the North Vietnamese have to 
stop using tanks and heavy ar­ 
tillery. they can still fight the 
hit and-run, now-here-now-there 
war they engaged 
in before 
March 30. 
Some U.S. officials count on 
tho methodical destruction of 
North 
Vietnam’s 
industrial 
plants and tra n s p o rta l sys 
tem. coupled with the mining of 
its ports, to bludgeon Hanoi 
into negotiating a settlement. 
But this appears to be more 
of a political decision than a 
military one. with the outcome 
hinging on talks between Hanoi 
and its Soviet and Chinese al­ 
lies who have provided it with 
military aid. The decision could 
be influenced by such political 
moves as Soviet President Ni­ 
kolai Podgorny’s visit to Hanoi 
this weekend and Henry Kissin­ 
ger’s trip to Peking next week.

Sir George Edwards, manag­ 
ing director and chairman

ested in becoming a third part­ 
ner in the production of the 
British-French Concorde. ‘ We 
should have an

the election,” he added. 
Edwards said BAC 
and

partner, 
Aerospatiale, 
would welcome U.S. participa­ 
tion. 
It would “save money, 
take the risk out of the pro­ 
gram and give the American 
aviation industry a boost,” he 
commented. 
The U.S. Senate stopped de­ 
velopment of an American SST 
in March 1971 when it cut off 
subsidies to the prototype plane 
the Boeing Co. was developing.

laboratory. 
• They won the Nobel prize in 
1959 for discovery of the an­ 
tiproton and proving the exis­ 
tence of antimatter in 1955. 
Piccioni said the reason he 
waited this long to file the suit 
was because when he brought 
the m atter up in the 1950s with 
Segrc and Chamberlain, 
they 
threatened 
to 
use 
their 
in­ 
fluence at the laboratory to de­ 
prive him of use of its facilities 
if lie pursued the matter. 
The 
defendants

made 
promises “ that favors would lie 
granted him 
(Piccioni) if he 
would 
refrain 
from

public” hi* role in the research, 
the suit alleges. 
In his suit, which seeks $123,- 
000 damages and public admis­ 
sion from the defendants of ids 
role. Piccioni says he relayed 
to Segre and Chamberlain in 
1954 his idea for using magnets 
to focus streams of subatomic 
particles created by the Berko 
Icy laboratory’s giant bevatron 
atom smasher.
